Horse-racing under the pari-mutuel system has been legal- 


ized for many years at Hot Springs alone and produces 
$900,000 annually in taxes for the state government. 


Of that $900,000 the public schools get 52%, the Uni- 


versity of Arkansas and the state colleges 20% combined, the 
public welfare agencies 16%—and the balance 12% is divided 
between the state medical center, city and county governments, 
and the public health fund. 


Therefore nearly half a million dollars in annual revenue 


for the public school system of Arkansas, not to mention the 
other benefitting agencies, is threatened because some well- 
meaning folks have involved the traditional horse-racing system 
at Hot Springs with a new dog-track enterprise in East Arkansas 
and propose to forbid both of them. 


Because of the circulation of an initiated act linking both 


rwrse-racing and dog-racing in this prohibition proposal it has 
olcome necessary for Hot Springs and its friends throughout 
the state to initiate a constitutional amendment continuing the 
legalizing of horse racing alone. 


Riding on this amendment, as we have said, is half a mil- 


lion dollars a year in public school funds. The Star believes this 
amendment should go on the November general election ballot 
and let the people themselves decide whether they want to toss 
away this particular revenue and then have to replace it with 
new or higher taxes elsewhere. 


The Star defended the Hot Springs pari-mutuel horse-rac- 


f-3 system in c state-wide referendum some years ago, and the 
majority of Arkansas' citizens felt just as we did. The prohi- 
bition was turned down. 


Hot Springs today is entitled to a state-wide vote on horse- 


racing alone. It has a right to demand that the issue be consid- 
ered entirely apart from the Johnny-Come-Lately dog-track 
with which the circulators of an initiated act proposal are trvina 
to confuse the issue.

Crop Reductions

WASHINGTON W—Farmers will 


get payments under the govern- 
ment's 
new $1.200,000.000 yearly 


soil bank program only for what 
they themselves do to reduce pro- 
duction of crops now in surplus. 


They will get no payments on 


reductions 
caused 
by 
nature 


through 
drought, 
floods, 
hail- 


storms, insects a'nd the like. 


Agriculture Department 
officials 


said today this will be the rule in 
fixing payments 
under the 
soil 


bank plan for 1956 crops. 


The soil bank 
is designed to 


reduce production of wheat, cot- 
ton, 
corn, peanuts, rice 
and to- 


bacco by the offer of government 
subsidies to farmers for planting 
fewer 
acres 
than 
are 
alloted 


them. 


The farmer may plow under a 


poor immature crop and get a soil 
bank payment — but only on the 
amount of the estimated produc- 
tion thus eliminated. 


These rulings 
greatly 
narrow 


the 1956 program from that indi- 
cated by Secretary of Agriculture 
Benson at a news conference May 
31. At that time, his 
comments 


and a press release distributed by 
his department were interpreted 
as indicating that any 
immature 


crop—whether it had good or poor 
prospects—would be eligible 
for 


full payment if plowed up. 


Benson put a different light on 


the program in a speech last night 
at Beaver Dam, Wis. 


"To the end that I am able I 


intend to see that the nation gets 
a dollar's worth of surplus reduc- 
tion or a dollar's worth of conser- 
vation for every dollar paid out," 
he said. "We should not also load 
upon the program responsibility for 
drought relief,

and 


credit needs."
